Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 12, 2003 , Applicants 
elect, with traverse, Group IX (claims 72-76), drawn to a crystal of beta secretase. Applicants' 
Representatives reserve the right to pursue examination of the non-elected claims in continuation 
or divisional applications. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the restrictions in 
this case and submit that the inventions as claimed can be readily evaluated in one search 
without placing undue burden on the Examiner. 

Specifically, Applicants request that the Examiner reconsider the restriction 
requirement and rejoin Group VIII (claims 54-71, drawn to a method for crystallizing a human 
beta secretase molecule or molecular complex) and Group X (claims 77-78, drawn to a method 
of producing human beta secretase) with elected Group IX (claims 72-76). Applicants 
respectfully submit that Groups VIII, IX, and X can be can be readily evaluated in one search 
without placing undue burden on the Examiner. 

In the event that the restriction requirement is reconsidered and Groups VIII and 
X are rejoined with elected Group IX, the Examiner has required an Election of Species for each 
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of Groups VIII and X. In response to the three required Election of Species for Group VIII, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, Species J (a salt which is a combination of salts), Species K (a 
glycol which is PEG), and Species P (a human beta secretase which is isolated from mammalian 
cells). In response to the single required Election of Species for Group X, Applicants elect, with 
traverse, Species R (a cell line which is mammalian). These elections are without traverse only 
to the extent that it is understood that (a) the requirement will be withdrawn upon the finding of 
an allowable genus; and (b) any species withdrawn from consideration will be transferred to the 
elected subject matter unless it is found patentably distinct from the elected or allowed claims. 
Applicants traverse on the grounds that the generic claim includes sufficiently few species that a 
search and examination of all the species at one time would not impose a serious burden on the 
Examiner. 

SEQUENCE LISTING REQUIREMENTS 

The Examiner also alleged that the present application failed to comply with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.821-1.825. Applicants address the Examiner's allegation in the 
Preliminary Amendment submitted herewith. 

Applicants respectfully request that the objection to the sequence listing 
requirements be withdrawn.

Applicants address the Examiner's requirement for corrected drawings in the Submission of 
Drawings under 37 C.F.R. §1.85 submitted herewith.
